high academical distinctions but was a man full of sound com 
monsense and was aware of the conditions of the State from 
top to bottom whether it was Karnataka 01 Andhra or Maha 
rashtra region of the State He was essentially a man of 
th" soil one who sprut Horn the eaith as it were Without 
very many qualifications rathei distinguished qualifications 
to his credit he rose to a very high position in the political 
field

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Hon Members of the House are all awaic tliat the State 
Congress Movement itself took birth in his house it Abid 
Road In fact of couise the Congress as such was in exis 
tence in the State since a long time but thcie was no State 
organization as such and he was one of those foiemost pioneei 
of this organization In many fields of activity dee ling with 
the soc al economic and othei k nds of endeavour for the 
advancement of the people he used to associate himself as 
one of the foiemost sponsors There is m fact no single 
political 01 social movement which was started dui ng the 
last 2 or 8 decades and with which he had not associated 
himself endowing great advantage 

He held veiy independent views which sometimes dis 
concerted his own fellow travellers or those who were woi king 
with h m Often he used to express opinions which used to 
astound us He had a certain amount of originality of think 
ing but whatevei may be his strength and weakness and 
whatever mav be the differences of opinion which he held 
either with his colleagues or with his political opponents 
1 e was a very popular figure in Hyderabad 'beloved rnd 
regarded by almost every section of the people So far as 
the people of the State are concerned lriespective of oasto 
creed oi religion oi even political alignment they pH used to 
like him as a man — a man of strong views a man of liberal 
sympathies and a man of action m spite of the later day in 
capacity he was suffeiing from He was ailing for s metime 
foi some yeais in fact but in spite of his ild age and illness 
he continued to associate himself actively with all the political 
movements At a crucial moment when lus activity had to 
come into play he pronouncedly played an active pai t and 
made it impossible foi the previous Laik All Government 
to woik 

There aie many good points about late Shu Ramrchai 
which I could have dilated, upon but it is not nec cssai y I 
am sure the whole House will agiee with me in condoling the 
death of one of our esteemed colleagues Shu Rsmechai 
The whole House will associate with you Sn m the feelings 
of sympathy and guef expressed by you

* Dr G S Melkote Mr Speakei Sn the hon Membeis 
have failed to take the light snmt of this piece of legislation 
brought befoie the House I have aheady made certain 
observations to which I do not desire to add any thing further 
However I would like to diawthc ittention of the hon Stem 
beis to one paiticulai fact viz the discussion so fni conducted 
shows how the hon Members have tieatcd their Mmisteis 
This Bill does not pertain to me or to the Chief Minis tei or 
to my othei colleagues peisonally it applies to one that be 
comes a Mmistei and serve the pubic m that capacity I 
should like fiankly to tell the hon Membeis that within the 
last 10 months of this ycai possibly none of us have availed 
of the medical attendance and treatment ensisaged by the 
Bill We do not wish that we or members of our famlies 
should fall ill and derive the benefits of fiee medical atten 
dance and tieatment It goes only to show hon civilised 
Government should treat the Mmisteis elected by the popular 
vote That is one aspect of the mattei 

Secondly I am not divulging any seciet if I say that when 
the matter of affoiding fiee medical facilities to the Mmisteis 
came up befoie the Cabinet I so id I would like to examine 
the whole situation I was one with the sentiments expiessed 
by the Membeis of the Opposition and theiefoie, I said that 
I would like to examine the whole thing Vt hen the poor 
people aie not given these benefits I said why should we be 
entitled to such a benefit ? I held up the mattei foi a pietty 
long time Subsequently it was bi ought to my notice that 
such facilities exist m other States as well as m the centie 
I did not like to mcoipoiate all the piovisions existing in the 
statutes of othei States Howevei theie may be occasions 
when the Ministers oi Members of then families may fall ill 
duimg then tour- and to get the benefit of such fiee tieat 
ment I do not think is in any way wiong I thought that 
the Members of this House would agiee to such a provision 
Even if such concession is granted to us I will plead with 
my hon colleagues not to exeicise it as fai as possible 
As foi myself I will go and get myself admitted

The salaries and allowances of Ministers shall be such 
as the Legislatuie of the State may fiom time to time by law 
deteimme and untl the Legslatuie of the State so deter 
mines shall be as specified in the second schedule 

This is what the Second Schedule says 

There shall be paid to the Ministeis for any State 
spec fled in Part A or Part B of the Fust Schedule such sala 
ries and allowances as were payable to such Ministers for 
the corresponding Province or the conesponding Indian 
State as the case may be immediately before the commence 
ment of this Constitution 

It is in view of these provisions that tins particular al 
lowance was not brought to the notice of the House and as 
a matter of fact it need not have been brought 

But since we have met lieie uttdei the Const tution I felt 
it safe to bring it befoie the House and get it consented The 
old State of affairs would have continued without the matter 
being brought to the House for consideiation I am not 
trying to draw the allowances of the Ministers without the 
consent of the House I am only trying to leg Ianse the 
procedure Several Membeis fiom the Opposition have a»re 
ed that in the case of air risk which is a very big risk it is
